BECAUSE HE SMILED. 


ENLISTED MEN TELL OF CRU- 
ELTIES PRACTICED IN 
AMERICAN CAMPS. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, July 15.—Six for- 
mer American soldiers who testitied 
today before a special House com- 
mittee investigating alleged cruelties 
to military prisoners in France; de- 
clared that merciless assaults were 
committed without provocation on 
the prisoners by arrogant officers in 
charge of the prisons and camps. 
Only one of the witnesses, all of 
whom were charged with being ab- 
sent without leave, was convicted, 
the others having been acquitted of 
tne charge and dismissed 
“The bastille,” “the stockade,” 
“prison farm No. 2” and “St Anne’s 
Hotel,” also known as “the brig,” 
were the places named by the wit- 
nesses as the scene of the alleged 
cruelties, which were said to have 
extended over several months in 
1918. Some officers in charge of the 
prison camps, it was said, have been 
convicted by court-martial, ahd 
others were awaiting trial. 
HARD-BOILED SMITH. 
Lieut. “Hard-boiled”’ Smith, one 
of the prison camp officers, was men- 
tioned frequently, while others 
named were Lieuts. Mason and Sul- 


livan and Sergts. Ball, Wolfmeyor 
and Bush. | 
“Did they try the general in 


charge of the camp?” asked Chair- 
man Royal Johrson, who !eft his 
seat in Congress to serve with the 
army abroad. 

“Not that anyone heard,” respond- 
ed the witness. : 

When Lieut. ‘“‘Hard-boiled” Smith 
was tried at Tours early this year 
a hundred witnesses appeared 
against him, and he was convicted, 
testified Sidney Kemp, New York 
City. 

' “Eifty witnesses who I can name 

will verify everything said here and 

tell more, too,” asserted Kemp. 
FOOD WAS SCARCE. . 

Several of the soldiers testified 
that in addition to being beaten, 
food in sma!l amounts and of poor 
quality was supplied, and that the 
bedding was poor, sometimes the 
mattress being in mud under a 
small tent. 

“A prisoner was smiling and an 
officer says, ‘Take that smile off or 
I will,” A. H. Mendelburg, Balti- 
more, who served with base hospital 
No. 42, testified. “The officer did by 
rolling the man in the mud,” Men- 
dleburg added. 

“Did you get that officer’s name?” 
asked Representative Flood, Demo- 
erat, Virginia. 

“I’m sorry I did pot take his 
name,” answered Mendleburg. 

When telling of poor food, Men- 
dleburg said that “if you asked for 
an extra plece of bread you were 
knocked flat on your back.’ Meals, 
he and the others said, consisted of 
a stew made from canned beef, one 
slice of bread and part of a cup 
of coffee. Sometimes only the stew 
was served, the witness said. 

TOOTH KNOCKED OUT.

sion making $12,000,000 immediate- 
ly available for the Federal Board 
of Vocational Education and allow- 
ing the board 288 instead of fifty- 
two employees, at salaries of $2500 
“& year or more. The measure as 
vetoed by the President carried 
only $6,000,000 for the board for 
use in rehabilitation work, and can- 
celled a similar appropriation in 
another bill. 

American soldiers in France were 
of “superb spirit but a bit groggy 
ag an army” when the armistice 
was signed. a House war investi- 
gating committee was told today by 
Col. Fred L. Huidekoper, formerly 
adjutant of the Thirty-third 
nois) Division. 

Col. Huidekoper said he was as- 
tounded by a statement made to 
him last January 6 by a Col. Cowan 
of general headquarters, that the 
transportation, sitnation on the bat- 
tifront was so bad that the Amer- 
ican army could not have kept on 
a month longer, and that if the 
(Germans had not stopped the Amer- 
icans would have been forced to. 
Col. Cowan had been sent out to in- 
spect the Thirty-third Division. 

LACK OF CO-OPERATION. 

“French officers,”’ Col. Huldekoper 
ndded, “were of the opinion that 
American troops were not given the 
shelter and care that should have 
been given men.” 

Questioned as to lack of co-opera- 
tion between the American «and 
Britain high commands, Huidekoper 
téld of two incidents, when, he said, 
the commander of his division had 
been called upon to explain why 
Ameri troops Were used by the 
British, once at Hamel, July 4, 1918. 
and again on August 9 at Chippy 
Ridge. Ten comranies of American 
infantry had been assigned for the 
Hamel action, he said. but six were 
withdrawn by Gen. Pershing. Or- 
ders with wing the other four fol- 
lowed, but too late to keep them out 
of action. 

Huidekoper criticised the separa- 
tion of American infantry from the 
artillery with which it had trained. 

Col, Huidekoper said the Thirty- 
third Division had 5000 casualties 
in the Meuse-Argonne battle, and 
that failure to get better artillery 
support at the main German defense 
line increased the division's losses. 

“Bungling’’ by officers increased 
the American casualties, he said. 
Replying to Representative Flood, 
Democrat, Virginia, Col. Huidekoper 
said the American officers failed to 
profit by the experience of the Brit- 
ish, French and Germans, and were 
“conceited and cockuser.” He com- 
plained of “poor staff work,” add- 
ing that “Gen. Pershing did not se- 
lect the ablest staff officer.”

SUNDRY CIVIL BILL 
RAISES ROW IN HOUSE. 
DISCUSSION OVER $12,000,000 


FOR REHABILITATION OF 
WOUNDED SOLDIERS. 


‘RY A. P. NIGHT WIRB.) 
WASHINGTON, July .15.—Con- 
sideration in the House today of the 
sundry civil appropriation bill as 
remodeled to meet the objections 
raised by the President in vetoing 
a partisan hattle 


which finally prevented further 
progress on the measure and ended 
only when the Republicans forced 
through a motion to adjourn. 

The discussion began when the 
rules committee brought in a special 
rule for the immediate consideration 
of the appropriation méasure, 
changed to provide $12,000,000 for 
the rehabilitation of wounded sol- 
diers and sailors instead of $6,000,- 
000 as originally carried. 

Democrats’ opposed the resolution, 
declaring if it were adopted and the 
sundry civil bill would be passed, it 
would 
evade placing themselves on record 
as being opposed to the President's 
veto, and therefore opposed to an 
increase in the appropriation for the 
vocational training board: They 
contended that a President’s veto, 
according to the Constitution, would 
have to be rejected or accepted by 
a record vote. 

Republicans argued, however, that 
such a course was backed by prece- 
dent and would expedite action on 
the measure. Speaker Gillett oveér- 
ruled g@ point of order raised by 
Minority Leader Clark and the rés- 
olution was adopted by a substantial 
ma\fority. 

Debate on the appropriation bill 
itself resulted from attempts of 
Democrats and Representative Man- 
dén, Republican, to increase the 
vocational. appropriation. 

It was contended that the first 
duty of the country Was to provide 
tor its injured sdéldiers, regardless 
of the expense, and that $12,000,- 
000 was entirely inadequate. The 
amendments were opposed by Chair- 
man Good of the Appropriations 
Committee, who declared that even 
#12,000,000 was more than the vo- 
cational training board had ever 
asked for.

cries French Soldiers. 


No Effort Made to Protect 
Unarmed from Mobs. 


British Officers Indignant at 
Hungarian Insults.

FIUME, July 4 (via courier to 
Paris, July 15.)—A quiet day and 
night followed the disorders of 
July 3 

The Italian military band was 
playing yesterday in the Piazza 
Dante, Where the unarmed soldiers 
of France fied for their lives the 
evening before. The cafes were 
more crowded than usual, but dur- 
ing the afternoon and evening the 
city was like a tomb. Only a small 
crowd gathered when five British 
military police tried to enter the 
wrecked Croatian Club to examine 
the damage and were refused admit- 
tance by the Italian caribinieri. 

This morning a paper, pro-Italian, 
speaks With pride of the affair. It 
says: 

“The citizens showed last night 
they are not only able to comment, 
but also without dallying, to take the 
most energetiy. action. 

“And now that the populace has 
found means to manifest its con- 


tempt for the base act of two sol- 
diers every one should impose on 


of the Italian soldiers, who suffered 
with us.” 


“FIUME VESPERS.” 


With evident reference to the his- 
toric Sicilian Vespers when the 
Frenchmen were massacred by the 
Italians, the paper calis July 2 
“Fiume Vespers."’ 

Then in a long account it accuses 
two French éuldiers of starting the 
riot, snatching the girls’ cockades, 
picturing all Fiume officers, who act, 
@s rescuers of the French. 

“And there were not few cases of 
French officers beaten fer a mock- 
ing attitude toward the crowd,” con- 
tinues the article, which passed the 
Italian censor. 

Then follows a rather amusing 
account of how the Italian officers, 
despite their utmost éfforts, were 
unable to check the crowd, “which 
desired satisfaction.”’ 


TROOPS IN SYMPATHY. 


None of the rioters I saw seemed 
to belong to substantial elements— 
business men and laborers. ‘They 
were, I should say, desperadoes of 
the cafes. A company of troops 
could have handled the crowd with 
ease. Though Italy is believed to 
have 20,000 men in the Fiume -dis- 
trict and though the streets swarmed 
with cavalry, caribiniteri, sailors and 
guards, the disorders continued for 
two hours. 

Whatever orders the troops may 
have had, their sympathies mani- 
festly were with the assailants. 

In many cases the caribinier! 
would take charge of a Frenchman 
only after he had been beaten, even 
permitting the blows to fall after he 
had led him to shelter. 

The British officers are indignant

Aside from the political sit- 
vation which may be created by this 
event, it will have an unfortunate 
effect on parts of Southern Dalmatia 
where the Italian minority is unpro- 
tected by Italian troops.

The number of French wounded 
remains twenty-three, one serious. 
Besides some ten officers are -slight- 
ly cut about the head.

This 
is explained as an act of prudence 
on the part of the commander since 
the appearance of thelr armed pa- 
trols’ on the streete at such a time 
would have beén likely to rouse the 
troops.

The first period was devoted 
to the French soldiers. But these 
disappeared from the streets, Gen.

Then came the attack 
on the Croatian Club, the sack of its 
rooms, and hunting of Croats on the 
streeta. During this péricad four 
French officets stood in the midst 
of the mob, smiling calmly ‘at gibes 
and threats unt!fl caribinieri led 
them away. 4 

LONG-CHERISHED IL. 

French officers think the attack 
an outbreak of long cherished bad 
will against them. One officer par- 
ticularly well informed does not 
charge that it was an organized 
plot at a time and place appointed, 
but that the Giovanni Fituman! 
(young Itallan thugs of Fiume) have 
had the intention to selze the first 
good opportunity. 

The French deny. the accusatién 

that on the day peace was signed 
their soldiers cried: “Vive la Jugo- 
Slavia,” in the etreetsa. There were 
French celebrations and singing of 
the “Marselllaise” in sharp contrast 
to the phiegmatic unconcern of 
Fiume at the end of the war. 
As the I[tallan troops outnumber 
all the other Allies together in the 
Fiume district, and as the inter- 
Allied command is Italian, the 
French and British are powerless in 
such cases as July 2. This fact has 
greatly injured Allied prestige in 
Fiume even in friendly quarters,

COMPTROLLER ADMITS | 


ATTACKING BANKERS. 


COOPER CHARGES BRANDED AS 
_“WANTONLY FALSE AND 
MALICIOUS.” 


(BY A P. NIGHT 
WASHINGTON, July 15.—Resum- 


ing his testimony today before the 
Senate Banking Committee, John 
Skelton Williams, comptroller of the 
currency, defended the administra- 
tion of his office and accused Wade 
Cooper, a Washington banker, of 
having circulated false and damag- 
ing statements against him and his 
office. 

The comptroller defended his ac- 
tion in sending to bankers a mem- 
orandum attacking Mr. Cooper. 
Pressed by Chairman McLean for 
his motives in doing this, Mr. Wil- 
liams said it was to counteract state- 
ments circulated by Mr. Cooper and 
to inform the public and _ = stock- 
holders relative to the management 
of banks operated by Mr, Cooper 
and his brother. 

The comptroller was before the 
committee the entire day, and made 
a general denial of the Cooper 
charges, Which he branded as “wan- 
tonly false and malicious.” He sub- 
mitted to the committee a letter 
from Director-General of Railroads 
Hines absolving him from any con- 
nection with the making of a com- 
pensation contract with the Georgia 
and Florida Railroad. 

“That is a fair sample of the 
gross inaccuracies of statements 
made to this committee by that wit- 
ness,’ declared Mr. Williams, re- 
ferring to the testimony of Mr. 
Cooper after he had read Director- 
General Hines’s letter. 

Mr. Williams also denied accusa- 
tions made by Mr. Cooper that the 
bank of Join L. Willlams & Sons, 
at Richmond, Va., with which Mr. 
Williams was formerly connected, 
has been permitted to overdraw its 
accounts at the Washington bank, 
and read a memorandum filed with, 
the national examiner which § de- 
clared that Mr. Cooper's charges 
ere wantonly untrue and malicious 
in every particular, and have not @ 
shadow of foundation upon which 
tu rest.” 

Upon entering the service of the 
Treasury Department in 1913, Mr.

A general strike began at Cal- 
tanissetta, Sicily. The people there 
marched through the streets crying 
“Vive soviet!” and forced déalers in 
foodstuffs and other necessities to 
reduce their prices 50 per cent. 

The ltalflan government, Premier 
Nitti announced in the Chamber of 
Deputies today, has taken ample 
measures to preserve order in view 
of the threat of a genera] strike 
throughout the country. Troops, he 
said, have been distributed every- 
where in the country and they were 
provided with supplies for more than 
forty-eight hours in case they 
should be cut off from the bases. 

There is no reason for a general 
strike in Italy, the Premier con- 
tinued. The government does not 
with bloodshed and will do its ut- 
most to prevent it. 

Italy is one country where a gen- 
eral strike should not occur, Nitti 
asserted; Bolshevism was an Asiatic 
evil which could not spread to Italy. 

The government of Nitti, which 
took office several weeks ago, to- 
night received a vote of confidence 
in the Chamber of Deputies. The 
vote passed by 257 to 111.

—Plans are well advanced by W. A. 
Uttz and associates for the construc- 
tion of a plant for the manufacture 
of a eafety appliance for airplanes 
Mr. Utta who was formerly an in- 


specter of airplanes for the United 
States air service, is the inventor of 
the device. He asserts that it has 
been put to practical test and 
proved successful. It is in the nature 
of parachutes that may be attached 
to airplanes. The parachute is dou- 
ble. The larger of the two, which 
lets the passenger, or passengers, to 
the ground at the gentle speed of 
four miles an hour, is folded under 
the fuselage, or body of the plane, 
at the center of gravity. Attached 
to this, but folded up and packed

Wearing a Croix de Guerre on 
his breast and with a number of cita- 
tions in his pocket, Maj. Carl Wir- 
sching, a member of the Second 
Army staff, returned from overseas 
yesterday morning. 

Maj. Wirsching was formerly en- 
vineer of the Third and Fifth super- 
visorial districts of Los Angeles 


county. He salled for overseas as a 
captain in the Engineer Corps early 
in 1917. Immediately on his arrival 
in France he was sent to the Tou! 
vector for duty with the First Divi- 
sion as maintenance engineer of 
roads. 

When the Yanks launched their 
offensive at Chateau-Thierry, in 


July, 1918, Maj. Wersching was 
t sferred to the Second Division 


‘and took charge of the Pont a Mou- 


zon road, keeping it in repairs and 
cleared for the advancing dough- 
hoys. Following the Chateau-Thierry 
drive he was sent back to the First 


Army and given a berth on the army 
staff. 

During the St. Mihiel drive, in 
September, 1918. Maj. Wirsching 


was given just four days to open 
up the Apremont-St. Mihiel road, 
preparatory to the American ad- 
vance. When the Second Army was 
formed he was appointed army 
roads officer and placed in charge 
of all roads in the Second Army sec- 
tor. At that time he was a captain 
and commanded 10,000 men.

ISAYS MEXICO 


PROSTRATE. 


Financier Calls Intervention 
| the Only Solution. 


Must Save Nation from Utter 
; Ruin, He Declares. 


— 


“No Better Service Could be 
Rendered Humanity.” 


“The United States can sery hu- 
manity in no better way than to in- 
tervene in Mexico,” declared A. L. 
Lathrop, trust officer of the Union 
Trust Company, last night, address- 
ing the Associated Retail Creditmen 
of Los Angeles at their monthly din- 
ner at the Alexandria. 

Mr. Lathrop was in Mexico as 
general manager of the Madero 
Lumber Company at Chihuahua un- 
til 1916. 


“Today Mexico, the richest unde- 
veloped section of the world,” he 
said, “lies prostrate at the feet of 
the American people. Unless Mexi- 
co is rescued from herself the Mexi- 
Can people will cease to exist. The 
United States cannot perform a 
greater service to humanity than in 
speedily undertaking this necessary 
duty. Leaving aside the wrongs to 
Americans, the murders of, Ameri- 
cans, the insults to the American 
flag, the thefts of American and for- 
eign-owned property, we owe it to 
the Mexican people to rescue this 
nation.” 

Mr. Lathrop began with the ad- 
ministration of Diaz as he saw it in 
1910 when Mexico was prosperous 
and respected and traced the fall 
of Diaz due to his age and the rise 
of Madero, whom he termed a 
dreamer and a visionary, “perhaps 
mentally unbalanced.’ Gen. Huerta, 
the speaker said, was an “unscrupu- 
lous but a strong man.” He added 
that Americans in Mexico believed 
that if Huerta had been given sup- 
port by the United States govern- 
ment he would have restored law 
and order which existed under Diaz. 

Villa, said Mr. Lathrop, was aided 
‘for two years in his fight for power 
by the United States government. 
“While Villa was fighting his way 
into power,” said Mr. Lathrop, 
“from 1913:to 1915, a representative 
of our State Department traveled 
with him on his specia] train. Final- 
ly, the United States withdrew its 
support, Villa replied with wholesale 
murders of Americans and as a sop 
to the American public, Gen. Persh- 
ing was sent into Mexico. If he had 
been told to get Villa, Gen. Persh- 
ing would have got him. But the 
administration did not want to have 
Villa captured and it would not 
have known what to have done with 
him if Pershing had captured him. 

“Carranza rode into power on the 
strength of Villa's work. Villa, 
though ignorant, has a strong per- 
sonality and can make his'men fight. 
Carranza is polished, suave, and has 
remained in control at Mexico City 
because he has played one party 
against the other. But his power 
seems to be waning. 

“In the meantime the Mexican 
people have not enough food, They 
do not respect the United States. 
The Mexicans are an easy mark for 
every leader who arises. There is 
no force itn Mexico now § strong 
enough to bring order and peace to 
the country and to save it from cer- 
tain death. There is only one cure 
—American intervention for human- 
ity’s sake.”

The Henry Ford who, in 1916, 
was Opposing the sending of the Na- 
tional Guard to the Mexican border 
and urging. the United States to 
take the lead in disarmament, as- 
verted today that he is now for 
“preparedness to the hilt” if it ap- 
pears that this new war is neces- 
sary. He took the position, as a 
witness, that now is the time to 
, establish universai peace, and that 
if the great war which ceased in 
the field last November does not 
resuit in a league which will assure 
that peace, there can be po better 
time than the present to renew the 
strife. 

NEVER READ ARTICLES. 

According to Mr. Ford, most of 
the pacifist propaganda distributed 
broadcast in his name written by 
Theodore Delavigne, a publicity 
agent employed by him to educate 
the public, as he put it, to the 
waste and horror of war and to its 
needilessness.

What he 
meant, he said was “over-prepared- 
ness.” In 1916, he said, he con- 
sidered the United States was suf- 
ficiently prepared for defense, and 
hence he opposed additions to the 
army and, navy. Mr. Stevenson 
pointed out that in not one of the 
propaganda articles was the term 
“over-preparedness’ employed, but 
that instead Mr. Ford urged that 
the’ United Statee should assume 
leadership in complete disarmament 
in the belief that the rest of the 
world would follow this example. 

“I still think it is a good plan,” 
taid the witness. 


FEATURES OF THE DAY. 


Outstanding features of the day 
were: 

Production of the “Flag of Hu- 
manity,” or “World Brotherhood” 
fiak, constructed by Ford employees 
without authorization by Mr. Ford, 
but inspired, apparently, by one of 
his utterances: 

Mr. Ford's admission that he still 
considers wars of aggression as 
murder, and professional soidiers, 
not even excepting Gen. Grant and 
Gen. Pershing, as murderers. | 

His reiteration that to him his- 
tory was so much “bunk” and an 
admission that on many subjects he 
was ignorant, although he did not 
consider himself an “ignorant ideal- 
ist,” as charged by the Tribune in 
the alleged libelous editorial of June 
23, 1916, headed “Ford is an An- 
archist.’’ 

Statement that when a war is un- 
avoidable that conscription is the 
fairest method of obtaining an army. 

The witness said he did not know 
the cause of the war of 1812 be- 
tween Great Britian and the United 
States, but sald that slavery caused 
the Civil War and that the war with 
Spain wag to free Cuba. He did not 
recall that the sinking of the Maine 
precipitated matters. — 

“I have read quite a little history,” 
said the witness. 

“And you consider it bunk?” asked 
Mr. Stevenson. 

“It is bunk to me.” — 

Mr. Ford characterized a war of 
aggression as one where One coun- 
try wanted to burglarize another. 

‘Perhaps the Kaiser wanted to do 
that,’ “illustrated the witness.

“While I think that criticism was 
not what I would have said person- 
ally, still it is a good thing for a 
President to be criticised,’ the wit- 
ness replied. 

One article suggested that while 
the President wag arguing for pre-- 
paredness it was to be remembered 
that it was a Presidential election 
year. 

“It is time for the voter to re- 
mind his Congressman and any oth- 
er candidate who may seek his fa- 
vor that the people will not spend 
their money to arm against invading 
ghosts conjured up by the Presi- 
dent,”” quoted Mr. Stevenson. 

“Well, the President may have 
wanted to be re-elected and thought 
that the end justified the means.” 

FLAG OF HUMANITY. 


The mysterious “flag of humanity,” 
which counsel for the defendant 
have been demanding ever since the 
case began, made its appearance. 

' “It is the first time I ever saw it,” 
remarked Mr. Ford. 

“Do, you like it better than the 
Stars dnd Stripes?” asked Mr. Stey- 
enson. A

The flag was a!out seven by four- 
teen feet, with the earth in white 
on a blue field. 

The emblem, designed to typify 
world brotherhood, is said to have 
frown out of a remark by Mr. Word 
three or four years age, when he 
said that, all natiorial flags should be 
succeeded by a flag of humanity un- 
der which all men of ail nations 
might stand.

CONVICTED OFFICER 
RESTORED TO DUTY. 


PRESIDENT REMITS SENTENCE 
AND HE IS HONORABLY DIs- 
CHARGED AT REQUEST. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE! 

WASHINGTON, .July 15.—Capt. 
Edwin C. Weisgerber, inventor of 
“Liberty fuel,” whose court-martial 
and trial at Governor's Island was 
one of the sensations of the army, 
involving charges of attempted in- 
jury to the British army, the Amer- 
ican military programme, and dis- 
paraging statements about the 
American and British service, has 
been exonerated of all charges ¢x- 
cept “conduct unbecoming an of- 
ficer,”” and was restored to duty and 
honorably discharged from the army 


on July 8, it became known today. 

He was acquitted on all charges 
and specifications impugning his 
loyalty to the United States, and on 
all other charges, both of major 
and minor character, relating to nis 
officia] duties and army service. The 
court-martial which tried him sen- 
tenced him to “dismissal from the 
service.” This sentence was remit- 
ted by President Wilson. who ap- 
proved an order restoring him to 
duty in the corps of engineers, in 
which he was commissioned. He 
was honorably discharged on his 
own application. 

Among the charges brought 
against Capt. Welsgerber were the 
following: 

That in July, 1918, in association 
with J. K. Burnett of Pittsburgh, he 
offered the British government an 
alleged synthetic fuel as a substitute 
for gasoline, claiming this synthetic 
fuel, of which he claimed to be the 
inventor, consisted of $5 per cent. 
water and 5 per cent. chemicals, It 
was charged that this representation 
was false and that the substitute was 
made from “ordinary commercial 
gasoline and 6 per cent. picric acid,” 
and that it would “injure and ulti- 
mately destray any internal combus- 
tion engine.” It was further charged 
that this fuel was offered the Brit- 
ish governmeént “with intent and pur- 
pose to impair, injure and delay the 
military operations of the British 
government against Germany, the 
common enemy. Capt. Weisgerber 
a)] these charges and pro- 
duced witnesses to refute them, and 
was acquitted. 

‘It wae also charged that in Juné, 
1918, he drew specifications for 
standardized and interchangeable 
pipe connections for oxygen and hy- 
drogen tanks, regulators and con- 
tainers used in the army, knowing 
that oxygen containers and connec- 
tions were equipped with a right- 
hand thread and hydrogen containers 
with a left-hand thread, and that his 
proposal, if carried out. would have 
constituted a menace to military 
operations and increased the dan- 
ger of explosions. This charge was 
disproved and Capt. Weisgerber ac- 
quitted. 

Capt. Weisgerber wat defended by 

Maj. E. Lowry Humes of Pittsburgh, 
who @irected the brewers’ propa- 
ganda and Bolsheviki investigations 
for the Senate Judiciary subcom- 
mittee. 
Capt. Wetegerber himself contend- 
ed tBat the charges against him 
were the reenult of a conspiracy by 
interests which sought to discredit 
him and disparage “Liberty fuel” for 
their own purposes, and that influ- 
ence was exerted by these interests 
to have him court-martialed and 
convicted tn order tu “get rid of 
him.”

ap assurance that such an ambitious step 
would result profitably they must reinforce 
their present position with capital brought

Oll, like any other commodity, to find 
a wide and dependable market, must have 
banking facilities arranged in advance of 
its reaching that market. This is especial- 
ly so of the International markets. Eu- 
rope, South America and the Orient de- 
mand a much longer extension of credit 
than the average American business enter- 
prise is prepared to grant. Only those 
whose operations are intrenched behind un- 
limited financial backing can hope to fig- 
ure to any large extent in foreign markets. 
This weakness, as a matter of fact, has 
proved a serious stumbling block to many 
American enterprises ambitious to secure 
a frm foothold in the markets overseas. 

Fortunately for the Union Oil Company 
and for California in general, the new in- 
terests in the Union are prepared to guar- 
antee such a financial arrangement. More- 
over, they have impressed the present man- 
agement of the Union—an organization 
which has been handled with notable capa- 
bility—that they not only are earnest in 
their desire to put the company in a com- 
manding position as against any and all 
of its formidable business rivals, but they 
have the knowledge of the international 
markets, the experience necessary to suc- 
cessfully market ofl and the organized 
financial connections to bring their plans 
into fulfillment. 

In paving the way for their preliminary 
plan—acquiring a sufficient amount of 
Union Oi) stock to make their interest 
worth while—the New York capitalists 
came prepared to pay *spot cash for the 
shares. This on its face convinced the 
Union Oil stockholders of their earnest- 
ness and they, in turn, have been quick to 
lend co-operation.

THE LEAKS. 
THEE more “cost plus” con- 
tracts let by the Federal government 
when the Republican party assumes con- 
trol of both legislative and executive 
departments. They would all be can- 
celled this week if the Republican ma- 
jority in Congress could have its way. Maj.- 
Gen. Goethals, builder of the Panama Canal, 
expressed his opinion about them when tes- 
tifying before a Senate committee that is 
investigating War Department purchases. 

“Under this system,” said Gen. Goethals, 
“the manufacturer was only interested in 
bis 10 per cent. profit and the cost was 
permitted to take care of itself. His profit 
Was greater when the cost was greater, 
and it was a very extravagant system.” 

Gen. Goethals’s testimony bared the wast- 
age of hundreds of millions of dollars in 
War Department contracts, including those 
for the navy. In the whole history of mod- 
ern finance there have probably never been 


such unfavorable contracts made by a gov- 


ernment. Imagine letting a contract on a 
set of prepared specifications, without any 
cost limit, and paying the contractor 10 per 
cent. of the cost as his profit! 


On a ship that cost $200,000 the con- 


tractor received $20,000; but if he paid 
enough for material and labor to run that 
cost up to $400,009 he received $40,000 for 
his profit. Is it any wonder that work 
lagged and the cost of material going into 
government contracts jum over the 
moon? If the builder contracted for the 
steel for the vessel at $100,000 he made 
$10,000 on it; but if he gave the steel manu- 
facturer $150,000 for the same material he 
cleared $15,000. That “cost-plus"” form of 
contract will go down in history as an aw- 
ful example of Democratic waste and in- 
efficiency. 


Stopping the “cost-plus” contracts is only 
one of many economies which the Repub- 
lican majority in Congress is seeking to 
effect. A House committee investigation 
has revealed that the quartermaster’s de- 
partment has been holding more than 300.,- 
000,000 pounds of ham and bacon in stor- 
age, permitting the meat to deteriorate, 
while the price of pork is the highest on 
the history of the country. 


Reports from Washington are to the ef- 
fect that the heads of a number of govern- 
ment departments are deriding the efforts 
of the Republican majority to reduce the 
cost of government. They say that the re- 
duction of | $1,500,000,000 is mostly on paper 
because thp departments will find a way to 
circumvent it. To the Democratic mind 
it 14 inconceivable that the public should 
be interested in what becomes of the' tax 
money. 

It is to be hoped that the country will 
take sufficient interest to limit the Demo- 
crats to two fat years of war contracts and 
war supplies. It is doubtful if the com- 
merce and industry of the country could 
survive a continuation of present extrava- 
gance for five years longer. The Times 
has already pointed out that the Democrats 
spent more billions in the last twelve 
months than the entire government expend- 
itures from the signings of the Constit:- 
tion to the outbreak of the present war.

responsibility.” 

However, the point is this: “His Magunty, 
the Emperor and King.” being the acknowl- 
edged head of the German nation, was cer- 
tainly not compelled to take the advice of 
the men who proposed to vistt such destruc- 
tion upon the world. The fact that he did 
heed this advice is sufficient evidence of his 
guilt. The ex-Kaiser was like Macbeth. 
listening to the witches who cleverly sug- 
gested the crimes necessary to be done be- 
fore his ambitions could be realized. It was 
a case of the darkness hearkening to the 
whisperings of the coming storm; it was 
like the night conspiring with the elements 
for an assault upon a city. No, neither 
Hollweg nor Hindenburg, nor the children 
of the Kaiser can assume, altogether, the 
black responsibility which rests mainly 
upon the shoulders of the deposed monarch. 
Hollweg doubtless knew well enough that 
the Allies would not accept his offered sac- 


rifice and the offer was probably prompted 


by a desire to be honorably remembered by 
that portion of the German people who still 
reverence the name of Hohenzollern.
